PROSPECTUS. 


This  Hospital  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  affording  the  poor 
and  necessitous  classes  advice  and  surgical  aid  in  all  diseases 
pertaining  to  Dental  Surgery,  and  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the 
City  of  Liverpool  and  South-West  Lancashire,  and  it  also  serves 
the  Wirral  and  a  great  portion  of  the  County  of  Chester,  and  is 
utilised  by  patients  from  the  Northern  Counties  of  Wales.  Among 
the  poor  no  diseases  have  been  so  much  neglected  ;  and  yet  there 
are  but  few  more  universal,  or  which  cause  so  great  an  amount  of 
suffering,  combined  with  derangement  of  the  general  health.  The 
relief  obtained  at  the  General  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries  in  this 
special  branch  of  practice  is  confined  usually  to  extraction  ;  the 
result  is  that  a  great  number  of  teeth  are  lost,  that  might,  with  a 
little  care  and  attention,  have  been  preserved. 

The  Clinical  School  of  Dental  Surgery  of  the  University  of 
Liverpool  is  attached  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  is  situated  in  Pembroke  Place,  a  central  part  of 
the  town,  and  is  open  daily  from  9  to  10-30  o’clock  in  the  morning, 
and  by  appointment  only  from  10-30  o’clock  a.m.  to  1  p.m.,  and, 
except  on  Saturdays,  from  2  to  3-30  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  on 
Mondays  only  from  6-30  to  7-30  o’clock  in  the  evening. 

All  urgent  cases  and  extractions  of  teeth  free  ;  other  operations 
by  letter  of  recommendation  from  a  subscriber. 

A  patient  requiring  to  have  an  operation  performed  under  an 
anaesthetic,  before  an  appointment  ticket  can  be  granted,  must 
make  application  on  the  prescribed  form,  which  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Scrutinizing  Committee,  which  sits  daily  ;  and  if  the  patient 
can  afford  it,  a  charge  will  be  made. 

The  schedule  of  charges  for  anaesthetic  cases,  fillings  and 
dentures,  etc.,  may  be  had  on  application  at  the  Hospital. 

A  special  Committee  meets  each  Monday  evening,  to 
consider  applications  for  artificial  teeth,  in  necessitous  cases  only, 
for  which  a  charge  is  made  to  contribute  towards  the  cost,  subject 
to  such  assistance  as  may  be  granted  from  the  Dental  Aid  Fund, 
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The  Seventy- Sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Members,  Patrons, 
Subscribers  and  Friends  of  the  Liverpool  Dental  Hospital 
(being  the  twenty-fifth  since  incorporation),  held  on 
Tuesday,  March  2nd,  1937,  at  the  Town  Hall.

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SEVENTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

( Being  the  twenty-fifth  since  the  Incorporation  of  the  Hospital. 


The  Chairman  and  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting 
their  Seventy-sixth  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1936,  this  being  also  the 
twenty-fifth  since  the  date  of  the  Incorporation  of  the  Hospital. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  Report  will  be  read  by  the  Members, 
Subscribers  and  their  friends,  and  that  it  will  prove  of  interest. 

During  the  past  year  the  total  number  of  attendances  has 
been  76,727,  wrhich  includes  38,781  new  cases,  in  comparison 
with  the  1935  figures  of  80,089  and  42,807  respectively.  The 
number  of  operations  performed — 71,867,  including  5,118 
anaesthetic  cases  and  40,330  for  the  preservation  of  the  teeth — 
shews  a  slight  decrease  compared  writh  the  1935  figures  of  74,437, 
5,587  and  39,662  respectively. 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  record  the  increasing  interest 
shewn  in  the  preservation  of  the  teeth  wdiich  is  reflected  in  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  attending  for  extractions 
and  an  increase  of  668  in  the  number  of  operations  performed 
in  the  Conservation  Room. 

The  Speech  Therapy  Department,  instituted  in  1934,  with 
the  primary  object  of  the  re-education  of  the  speech  of  cleft 
palate  patients  who  had  been  fitted  writh  a  dental  appliance, 
continues  to  render  useful  service,  and  has  this  year  also  given 
treatment  for  other  types  of  speech  disorder.  As  an  example  of 
the  useful  work  carried  out  in  this  department,  it  is  interesting 
to  record  that,  as  the  result  of  the  treatment  given,  the  speech 
of  one  cleft  palate  patient  improved  sufficiently  to  enable  her  to 
take  employment  which  involved  the  use  of  the  telephone. 

A  number  of  grants  towards  the  cost  of  dental  treatment  in 
necessitous  cases  have  been  made  out  of  the  Dental  Aid  Fund, 
and  the  assistance  given  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
recipients.  The  scope  of  this  valuable  work  is  seriously  restricted 
by  lack  of  funds,  and  the  Committee  hope  that  the  many  friends 
of  the  Hospital  will  do  their  utmost  to  give  it  adequate  support. 

The  income  of  the  Hospital  has  remained  fairly  steady,  the 
payments  from  patients  amount  to  £3,531  4s.  nd.,  in  comparison 
with  £3,314  19s.  3d.  in  1935.  On  the  other  hand  subscriptions, 
which  amount  to  £292  18s.,  shew  a  decrease  of  £17  6s.,  compared 
with  last  year,  and  the  Committee  earnestly  appeal  for  new 
annual  subscribers,

During  the  year  there  have  been  a  number  of  changes  in  the 
personnel  of  the  Committee,  and  it  is  with  deep  regret  that  they 
have  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  Harold  L.  Cohen,  who  was 
Chairman  of  the  Hospital  from  1923  to  1928.  Mr.  Cohen  was  a 
most  generous  supporter  in  many  respects,  and  apart  from  his 
contributions  to  the  Dental  Aid  Fund,  his  never  failing  interest 
in  the  Hospital,  together  with  his  liberality,  were  a  source  of 
great  help. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Toosey,  who  has  acted  as  Honorary  Treasurer 
during  the  past  ten  years,  has  retired  owing  to  ill  health,  and  the 
Committee  desire  to  record  their  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation 
for  his  valuable  services,  and  are  pleased  to  report  that  he  has 
consented  to  remain  on  the  Committee.  The  Committee  regret 
that  Aid.  R.  L.  Bums  and  Sir  Hector  Hetherington  have  resigned 
their  membership,  and  wish  to  record  the  valuable  services 
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rendered  by  them  in  the  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  the 
Hospital. 

Mr.  J.  Forster  Brakell,  a  son  of  the  late  T.  Forster 
Brakell,  who  was  the  Honorary  Treasurer  from  1878  to  1889,  has 
very  kindly  undertaken  the  duties  of  Honorary  Treasurer. 

The  Committee  wish  to  welcome  Dr.  Muriel  Tinkler, 
L.M.S.S.A.,  to  the  staff  of  the  Honorary  Anaesthetists. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  an  increased  number  of  students 
attending  the  Hospital  and  their  co-operation  has  greatly  assisted 
all  the  various  departments. 

In  common  with  many  other  Voluntary  Hospitals,  the 
financial  position  continues  to  cause  anxiety,  and  this  year  the 
working  has  resulted  in  a  loss  of  £93  10s.  3d.,  a  small  loss,  but 
kept  small  only  by  the  application  of  the  most  rigid  economies. 
From  the  figures  of  the  number  of  attendances  set  out  in  the 
opening  paragraphs  of  this  report,  it  will  be  appreciated  that  the 
accommodation  of  the  Hospital  has  been  taxed  to  the  utmost 
and  whilst  necessary  improvements  have  been  delayed  for  a 
number  of  years,  the  Committee  now  feel  that  the  time  has 
arrived  when  they  must  be  carried  out. 

Various  plans  have  been  considered  to  see  what  essential 
improvements  could  be  effected  with  a  minimum  financial  outlay. 
They  have  decided  to  sanction  expenditure  of  approximately 
£2,000  for  the  provision  of  improved  accommodation,  including 
£800  for  a  new  Radiographic  Department,  which  is  a  vital 
necessity  for  every  modern  hospital.  It  is,  of  course,  realised  that 
this  sum  will  only  provide  for  the  carrying  out  of  a  sma'l  part  of 
the  most  urgent  improvements,  and  that  a  far  larger  amount  is 
required  to  bring  the  Institution  up  to  date. 

With  these  commitments  in  mind,  the  Committee  appeal  to 
the  residents  of  Liverpool  and  surrounding  district  in  the  hope 
that  they  will  increase  their  support  and  continue  their  efforts 
to  bring  the  good  work  of  the  Hospital  to  the  notice  of  the  general 
public.  The  Hospital  deals  with  many  cases  from  Cheshire  and 
North  Wales,  and  the  Committee  hopes  that  persons  residing  in 
these  districts  will  keep  this  Hospital  in  mind  when  deciding  upon 
their  charitable  subscriptions.  The  Hospital  satisfies  a  great  need 
in  the  medical  services  of  Liverpool,  and,  as  Dr.  McIntosh, 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in  ,his  survey  of  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals  of  Liverpool,  has  stated  “  This  is  a  very 
busy  Hospital,  doing  much  valuable  work,”
